the beachfront property owners cannot be abrogated. Beachfront property 
owners have the right to enjoy their property. Having two or three gazebo/ 
tents, each with overflowing chairs, making getting to the water difficult, 
football/volleyball games strung out across the beach prohibiting sitting, 
unfilled holes which are dangerous to people and animals and detrimental to 
the beach itself are all inappropriate limitations on owners’ enjoyment. 


Unfortunately, we are where we are, and we cannot go back to a more genteel 
time.

In his rambling diatribe about customary use, Charles Morgan III, owner of 
Harbor Docks restaurant, selectively quotes the law, praises a feckless Walton 
County Commissioner with zero public service experience as a “throwback to 
the old days,” likens having beachfront property to buying a house next to an 
airport runway, and uses biblical quotes to imply God must be on the side of 
the customary use folks. 


Morgan also had a cartoonist slander former Governor Mike Huckabee for 
placing a “no trespassing” sign on his beachfront property. Morgan must not 
be interested in knowing Huckabee never did that. 


Morgan wants readers to believe there’s a 50-year legal precedent that gives 
the public access to all Florida beaches. If so, why did the state of Florida sell 
Panhandle beaches to private parties? Morgan must believe the state gave 
legal title to people when it didn’t have the authority to do so. 


Morgan failed to mention that the Florida legislature passed HB 631 last 
year, which (in spite of how many people have not read it or have misread 
it) states that counties cannot unilaterally seize private property for public 
use. HB 631 says that right is reserved for only the courts. But people like 
Morgan who rant about “the beaches belong to everybody” don’t want the 
legal system to address the issue. They want justice by shouting and public 
opinion. 


Morgan is right about one thing. The beaches should belong to everyone. The 
state of Florida should never have sold the beaches years ago in an effort 
to populate the barren Panhandle. But it’s too late to unfry that egg. Now 
Walton County, in spite of its tired and inadequate infrastructure, has four 
million visitors a year who pump 3.5 billion dollars into the local economy, 
so commissioners want every grain of sand they can find in order to keep the 
bed taxes rolling in. 


Mr. Morgan, there is a solution that will alleviate your angst, and it doesn’t 
involve stealing private property. 


Walton County, perhaps with help from the folks in Tallahassee, can get out 
the checkbook and buy back the beaches that were sold years ago. The Fifth 
Amendment of our Constitution prescribes the legal principle of eminent 
domain, which means government can’t seize private property without just 
compensation. Do you really want government to have the right to take away 
private property just because it wants to? 


Mr. Morgan, it’s time to rally your pals for another meeting on May Day 
Island. It may not have a Harbor Docks restaurant, but it does have a Basin 
Bayou Social Club.

Headed for Hollywood?

Each of the four Alaqua dogs nominated found 
their second chance at Alaqua, and are now living 
in loving homes where they continue to prosper 
and touch our lives, as well as the lives of others. 
Congratulations to the following sweet dogs—Elsa, 
Rufus, Saylor and Sunni. 


Elsa, a therapy dog living in Niceville, is a 10-year 
old Great Pyrenees that is trained as a registered 
therapy dog. She works with her owner four days a 
week at the Niceville Children’s Advocacy Center, The 
Manor in Bluewater Bay, Rocky Bayou Elementary 
School, and the Destin-Fort Walton Beach Airport. 
She has become a hero to thousands of children and 
adults with her over 230 (and counting) therapy dog 
visits. Elsa is also the biggest hero to her own family 
since her owner’s son was diagnosed with cancer. 
Through his chemotherapy treatments and fight for 
his life, Elsa has provided love, support and hope 
for the entire family. 


Rufus, a senior bloodhound, came to Alaqua after 
neighbors living nearby in Panama City discovered 
he was living on his own. Sadly, his family had 
evacuated during Hurricane Michael without him. 


Seven weeks after the horrific storm had passed, 
Rufus had returned to the only home he had 
known, where neighbors found him trying to survive 
however he could. He was emaciated, and his eyes 
oozed with fungus. At Alaqua, Rufus found shelter, 
safety, and a second chance, including the dire 
medical attention he so terribly needed. 


This past February, Rufus joined a loving hospice 
family and home where he will live the remainder of 
his years in comfort, and most importantly, being 
loved. His hospice foster mom writes: “He is our hero. 
Rufus represents the tenacity, spirit and strength ofa 
community. His valor, fortitude and bravery personify 
the effort of heroic citizens, each helping one another.” 


Saylor lives in Panama City with her incredible 
forever mom, who just so happens to be one of 
Alaqua’s amazing and giving volunteers. Sadly, 
Saylor’s human mom lost her home during 
Hurricane Michael, causing her to surrender her 
pets to Alaqua in an effort to give them a better 
life while she tried to rebuild her life and relocate. 
Saylor had sustained internal damage to her little 
body, and tests showed her diaphragm was impaired 
and her intestines were not situated in her chest 
properly, making it hard for her breathe. She also 
had a broken pelvic bone and tail. 


Determined to give this little girl the best possible 
second chance, Alaqua provided medical care to 
fix her internal issues. During a critical time of 
aftercare, Saylor was initially fostered but soon fit 
right in with the family’s “pack of pets” and was 
adopted quickly into their home. Despite the odds, 
Saylor is doing magnificent and is very active playing 
and running with her new human and dog family. 


A Huge Win for NWF State 
College Athlete Duarte 


Northwest Florida State College sophomore 
guard Chris Duarte has been named the National 
Junior College Athletic Association Division I Men’s 
Basketball Player of the Year. 


Mr. Duarte averaged 19 points, 7.1 rebounds, 2.5 
assists, 1.2 steals and 1.1 blocks a game this season 
in helping the NWFSC Raiders reach the Elite Eight 
in this year’s NJCAA Division I Men’s Basketball 
Championship. 


Mr. Duarte is the second Raider to earn this award, 
joining Chris Jones (2012-13), and he is the first 
Raider to earn the National Player of the Year honor 
under Head Coach Steve DeMeo. 


“Chris is everything a coach wants in a student-athlete,” 
said Coach DeMeo. “He is a great student, great person 
and a very special basketball player. Chris has really 
set the bar high here at Northwest Florida for all of 
our future Raiders, and I look forward to watching him 
grow and develop at Oregon and even beyond college.” 


The University of Oregon commit started every 
game for the Raiders this season, with some of his 
biggest games coming against top opponents. In 
the regional semifinal against top-ranked Florida 
SouthWestern, Duarte’s 24 points led the team to a 
69-68 come-from-behind victory. 


He earned NJCAA First Team All-American honors 
earlier in April. Mr. Duarte was also named the 
Player of the Year in both the FCSAA/ NJCAA Region 
VIII and the Panhandle Conference after leading the 
team to their second straight NJCAA Region VIII title 
and their fifth consecutive Panhandle Conference 
championship.

Remember, there are two levels of security at Mar- 
a-Lago, the presidential vacation resort in Palm 
Beach, Floridq. The first screening is done by the 
club’s’ staff, which—believe it or not—controls 
access to the property even when the president is 
there. 


Secondary security is provided by U.S. Secret 
Service agents, who aren’t usually as friendly or 
gullible.

Notes from the Apocalypse

I do not smoke marijuana. But now that medicinal 
marijuana is legal in the state of Florida, the issues 
regarding middle-of-the-night feeding are becoming 
commonplace. Many of the people who are receiving 
prescriptions for pot suffer from anxiety and sleep- 
lessness issues. It is only natural that they will face 
the problems of nighttime hunger. My experiences 
with this condition may prove helpful. 


One of the motivating factors in my rampaging 
around in the kitchen at night is the seemingly real 
possibility that I will die during the night of starva- 
tion. Steps to insure safe nocturnal noshing must 
be taken. 


Dining in the Dark 


Logistics vary from household to household, but 
one important goal is to not disturb pets or people in 
your home. With practice, this can be accomplished 
in total darkness and near silence. 


Practice navigating your path to the kitchen. The 
major potential pitfalls in my house are sleeping 
dogs. Tripping over a dog in the middle of the night 
and breaking a hip can be a problem.

If you love tacos and their variations, 
but want something more than a fast- 
food experience—such as servers, a 
full bar, comfy seats and cool stuff to 
look at while you eat—Red Fish Taco 
was made for you. My family and I had 
dinner at Red Fish on a recent weekend 
(they also serve lunch, with a slightly 
smaller menu), and the evening was 
one pleasant surprise after another. 


“Surprise” may not be the right word. It 
was more a series of happy discoveries. 
It started with the outdoor seating. 
Unlike some places that seat you in 
the open air, Red Fish offers sturdy, 
substantial seats and tables, none of 
those rickety lawn chairs and circus- 
balancing stools you sometimes get. It 
was breezy that day, so we went inside. 
Even if you choose to eat outside, you 
should go indoors just for the view. 


It’s a high-ceiling dining room, with 
window seats, a sunken dining area, 
tables, chairs and benches, and a long, 
sturdy, saloon-grade bar. The wood- 
paneled walls are hung with colorful 
Southwest and coastal artwork (bulls, 
fish, fantastic beasts, etc.). There are 
several murals depicting stuff one might 
see after a few glasses of pechuga mezcal 
with sal gusano, plus one Aztec temple 
panorama crafted from surfboards (just 
go look at it, youll see what I mean). 


We were seated near a window, given 
menus and left to make our decisions. 
Tacos are pre-eminent, but the menu

offers salads, soups, substantial 
starters, rice bowls, grilled items, and 
house specialties. There’s a wealth of 
sides, bar snacks, and dips. 


My wife has to avoid dairy, so your 
typical Mexican restaurant can be a 
culinary minefield for her. Not so Red 
Fish Taco. While there’s cheese and 
dairy here and there, it’s not added to 
everything as a matter of course. So 
we were definitely spoiled for choice. 


We all agreed on the starter— 
guacamole—to go with the basket of 
warm chips that our server (Alexis) 
had brought, along with a bowl of 
fabulous red salsa. The latter is a 
pureed blend that combined fire- 
roasted smokiness (the peppers and 
maybe the tomatoes as well) with 
plenty of citrusy cilantro. We could not 
finish it, but took it home in a cup, it’s 
that good. The guacamole was creamy 
and smooth with right-sized chunks 
of ripe avocado, and none of it made 
it home. 


We were all leaning toward tacos. 
My wife chose soft-flour tortilla pork 
carnitas tacos, I ordered a crispy 
street taco filled with duck confit and 
sweet potatoes, and Grace got a child’s 
meal of beef tacos with “sidewinder” 
fried potatoes. We also ordered a side 
of back beans with pork, and Alexis 
brought a second basket of warm 
chips—they’re dusted with a subtle 
but spicy seasoning. 


There were only a few people 
when we got there (we eat early 
on review nights), but the 
place soon filled, mainly with 
families and lots of kids. The 
servers kept things moving 
swiftly and easily, taking time 
to help diners with decisions 
and keep the margaritas 
and mojitos coming. The 
house music mix—Santana, 
the Grateful Dead, Eagles, 
Drifters and Heart, among 
others—made the brief wait 
all the pleasanter. 


Our entrees arrived. I knew 
I was going to get the duck 
confit as soon as I saw it on 
the menu, though it’s not 
exactly traditional. My three 
tacos were hot and crackling 
crisp, stuffed with shreds 
and chunks of silky and 
savory duck, with bits of caramelized 
sweet potatoes scattered throughout. 
A sweet, tart plum sauce, lime wedge 
and marinated cabbage completed the 
picture. It’s sort of a folded-up hand- 
sized nacho/dumpling hybrid, with a 
Chinese twist. 


My wife’s soft flour tacos were likewise 
filled to the edge with tender shredded 
pork, with a chili-lime aioli and 
cilantro to cut the richness. The cup 
of black beans and pork had a stew- 
like quality—a bowl of it would have 
made a meal. 


Grace’s tacos were filled with ground 
beef, and her child’s serving size 
could have easily fed a grownup. 
The sidewinder potatoes were the fat 
“steak fry” kind—twisted, with a touch 
of seasoning. My wife and I finished all 
our tacos, but my daughter took half 
of hers home. 


Other choices include soft or crispy 
tacos with grilled fish, blackened 
shrimp, chicken, crispy catfish, 
grilled avocado, beef with peanut red 
curry, marinated chicken thighs, chili 
steak, smoked brisket, short ribs, and 
orange chipotle barbecue shrimp. 
There are also burgers, a Cuban 
sandwich, potato-wrapped grouper, 
New York strip steak, and rice bowls 
with assorted meats or seafood. 


The list of desserts included key 
lime pie, “ice cream tacos,” fresh- 
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baked cookies, and churros with a 
chocolate dipping sauce. We got the 
latter to share. There were five hot and 
crunchy churros, dusted with sugar 
and cinnamon, and a cup of warm 
chocolate sauce. When you’ve dipped 
all you can, get a spoon to scrape up 
the rest of the chocolate—or just pick it 
up and drink it down like java, because 
you won’t want to leave it behind.

4 And speaking of parents, let’s not forget my mom. She was born in 
e 1935. When she was in high school, she and a group of girls joined 
forces and wore jeans to high school one day. Why? Because girls 
weren’t allowed to wear jeans. They knew they’d all be sent home, 
but they took a stand anyway. When she was a young adult, she 
asked her employer for a day off when her fiancée (my dad) was 
home on leave from the military for the weekend.
